Washington Experiences in Hub

City This Season Have Been

Unfortunate to a Game.

CLEVELAND, Aug. 17. The

Griffmen are resting here today be-

fore entering upon their triple scrap
with Lee Fohls' Indians. Again on
the Western half of the circuit, the
courage of the boys has appeared,
and one and all declare that the four
olubs out here will have to pay for
those defeats back in Boston, home
of the coming champions. More or
less fatigued from their long ride,
the Griffmen loafed about the hotel,
not caring to stir themselves. The
movie fiends plan a rushing business
for tonight', though.

That defeat in Boston was the
final drop in the bucket of Griffith's
unhappiness. He had counted on
winning at least one game from the
Red Sox at Fenway. Park, and he
was considerably disgusted when
the gods of war decided against him.
Eleven games have been played by
the Griffmen in Boston, and not once
have the Capitolians come out on the
long end. The Red Sox have re-

placed the Macftmen as the official
Jinx for the Nationals.

Manager Griffith stayed In Boston to
see the dedication of the Braves' new
park, at Allston, tomorrow. The Old
Fox will twirl the first ball to Georgo
Stalllngs when the game between the
Braves and Cardinals Is started, and
the ball or strike will be counted In the
official score.

Plans had been made in Boston to
entertain one of the largest crowds of
baseball players, managers, owners, and
writers that has ever assemnied out-
side of a world's series. Owner Gaff-ne- y

has a reputation In two leagues for
entertaining, and nearly every invita-
tion was accepted. Every member of
the Baseball Writers' Association of
America was invited.

Even If the Braves fail to win the flag
it; Uie older league this year, the
world's series will be played at their
park, provided the Red Box are vic-
torious In the Johnsonian circuit.
President Gaffney has offered his new
park to Joe Lannln for the series, and
the Red Sox chieftain has gladly ac
cepted the kind offer. This will assure
43,000 fans' seats for the title combats,
a larger throng than has attended any
world's sorles In the past. In 1912, 10,000
fans were seated along Lewls Cliff, thesteep bank in left field, but a municipal

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TODAY'S SPORTORIAL

CLEVELAND, Aug. '17.- -H the Griffmen are to cinch their grip upon a
first division place for 1916, they must hold to their previous work against
Western teams. The Detroit Tigers alone of the four Western teams hold
the whlphand over the Griffs, with a margin of three victories In fifteen' con-

tests. The others have fallen before the cohorts of the venerable ReynarU
and will probably fall again before the Capitolians return to their own sward
at Georgia avenue. In games played already this season, the Griffmen
have hung up thirty-si- x victories against Western teams, losing twenty-fiv- e.

This margin Is not so great, but It is great enough to give the boys some
encouragement on this their final awing around the frontier. That they, need
this encouragement goes without saying. In discussing the possibilities of
finishing in the first division, the first question arising la the value of such
a finish. Is It worth while?.

The 'Griffmen are but a step or two now ahead of the Yankees, It Is
possible, if not probable, that Donovan's troupe will finish In fourth place,
with the Griffmen trailing them. Such a finish would be a sad blow'to many
gamblers who staked their money on mld-wlnt- er prognostications that the
Griffmen were sure to main a battle for first place all season and might win
the pennant. To them a second division finish for the Griffs would be a
catastrophe. But In some ways It might be better for the team to fall out
of the leading four. It might Jack them up In places sadly needing such
Jacking. Bo far as Washington fansare considered, fifth place Is aa good aa
fourth. They have been satlated'ao long with bunk about winning a pen-

nant In WIS that mere first division finishing means little or nothing. Base-

ball conditions in the Capital should deal rather with the future than with the
past, or even the present.

Nevertheless, like the fighter he Is. Clark Griffith means to finish as high
as he can. He knows he baa no chanc for the pennant honors, but ha
does not Intend to tear his club apart before he absolutely must- - In the
first place, where ars the new men to put Into the game? until they ap-
pear, the regulars who have failed are better than the Irregulars who have
done no better on their several trials. As soon as the seasons close for the
International League and the American Association, a number of new players
will report to the Old Fox, and If Griff holds to his present plan they .will
be played immediately. By that time most of the games will have been
played against Western teams for ISIS, and It devolves upon the present line-
up to carry Its margin of victory down to the day the newcomers take their
places. Then let the youngsters show what they can do against Boston,
New York, and Philadelphia. If they make good, so much the better. If they
fall, there will be no complaint

Baseball apathy has never been more pronounced anywhere than It Is
here. The disastrous showing of tho Indians who wished that name on the
team T and the1ack of any better outlook for 1916 has killed about all tho
Interest Cleveland had In the Amerloan League. Amateur baseball has the
call here. On Sundays amateur teams will draw 20.000 fans, as opposed to
4,000 at League Park, home of the Indians. The national game Is Just as
popular as ever, but the fans simply won't have anything to do with a
chronlo loser. They are becoming too wise for that.

Walter Johnson has now won seventeen games and lost eleven Unless hla
support becomes much better from now till the close of the campaign, the
Kansas Zephyr will have a hard time winning more games than ha loses.
The strain of the battle is telling on him, too. In Boston he visibly weak-
ened toward the end of the contest which he lost by one run, 4 to 8. It was
as much hla fault aa that of his support that the leaders copped the hon-
ors. It Is pretty generally understood around the circuit that he lacks that
reserve strength of otter days, and If an opponent possesses real' batting
strength, he continues to peck away, knowing that victory may come Just
so long as the Griffs fall to get many runs.

They say that Lea Fohl will be retained to manage the Cleveland club
for ISIS. That la admission of weakness financially. Fohl has not made good
with the material he has now, so what outlook can there be for 1918? The
Cleveland club is In a very bad way. It haft no money and few players of
merit. How to get new men for nothing Is worrying Charlie Bomers more
than a little. The attendance In the Sixth City has been low all season, ow-
ing to the kind of baseball shown, andd this attendancs wll hardly be bet-
tered with Lee Fohl handling the same crowd he has now In the coming cam-
paign. Fohl Is a cheap men. This Is his principal attraction to an owner
who cannot afford better things. But how v,lH Cleveland fans take It?

Mluu DETROIT GAINS

BIG LEAD FOR CUP

Wins Second Race of Series
and Only a Breakdown Can

Beat Her Now.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.-- MJss Detroit,
the hydroplane built by a syndicate of
motor boatmen of Dotrolt and repre-
senting the Detroit Power Boat Asso-
ciation, won tho second race (or tho
gold challenge cup on Manhassot bay
yesterday afternoon, and, unless she
meets with some serious accident, she
will capture the prlxe today. She has
scored fourteen points In the series,
and the Tech, Jr., and Presto are tied
for second place with nine points each.
Tha Miss Detroit must be totally dis-
abled to be beaten for tho big prise.

The race yesterday was not as fast
aa on the opening day. and.only three
boats were able to Pnlsh. These were
Miss Detroit, Tech, jr., and Presto, but
Presto had engine trouble twice and
was a long way astern, finishing only
to get her points. The Miss Detroit
took 48 minutes 66 seconds to complete
the course of thirty nautical miles. She
averaged 40.97 nautical, or 47.11 statute
miles an hour. 8he beat the Tech, Jr.,

4 seconds. The fastest lap by the Miss
Detroit was the third, 8 minutes and 64
seconds, and on thnt lap she averaged
60 statute miles an hour. This showed
that she has some reserve speed which
can be used when the boat Is pressed,
but Jack Mlllot, her helmsman, and
Jack Beebee, her mechanician, aro not
taking any more chances than neces-
sary, and even It they do not break
any records will be well satisfied to win
the cup. She wVl try for records to-
morrow In the mile championship
trials.

The Baby Reliance V and Baby Speed
Demon II. the Blackton pair, were out
shortly before the starting time, and
showed up well in their preliminary
spins. Just before 4 o'clock, when the
raoe was started, tno Baby Kclianco
suddenly stopped and could not be
started again. Too much oil In tho en-
gine was the cause of the trouble.

The Baby Speed Demon, Mrs. Black-ton- 's

winner of last year, got away well,
but cracked a oyllndcr on the first
round. Bob Edgren. her helmsman,
kept the boat koIdk In spite of her crip-
pled condition, but at the beginning of
the fourth Ian tho oonectlng shaft
broke and that ended her career, much
to the disappointment of all. Commodore
Blackton decided that he would not
build a new boat to defend the cup this
year, but would race Ills' last year's
boats and let some others have chances
If they could be beaten, and thus give
the sport a needed stimulant. The Miss
Detroit was built by Smith, of Algonac,
Mich., who bunt the uincKton pair, and
had Commodore Blackton gone to him
again this year he might have retained
the cup. Now ho will try to win It
back again next season.

Tho Tech, Jr., made a fairly good
showing In yesterday's race. Sho got

and was overhauling tho Miss Detroit on
the tlilra lap, which cnueea Mlllot to let
his boat out a little. The Presto twice
had engine trouble, but sho managed
to completo the course.

The Baby Speed Demon was the first
away at tho start, with Miss Detroit
second, about SO yards astern; then
came Tech, Jr., and Presto, the latter
beinc late.

IS TIME WASTED

Because Players Have No

Other intent Than to Merely

Hit Fair.

In most ball clubs more time is spent
at batting practice than In' perfecting
any other department, and yet such
time Is, to a very large extent, wasted.
Ball players love to bat. and they will
spend any amount of time stepping
up to the plate in rotation and taking
a wallop at the ball. Yet. in spite of
this constant practice, batting is weak
on most ball clubs.

On of the big reasons Is the leek
of Intelligent oversight of the prac-
tice. When the team goes out for Its
batting practice, as a rule, an inferior
pitcher & sent to th box. and he sel-
dom tries very hard to fool the hit-
ters. In most oases, he Is satisfied to
lob the ball up to the plate, and the
batter Is satisfied to make a swing at
it, without trying any particular di-
rection. It's Just a case of wallop,
and that's all. As soon as he has hit
a fair ball, no matter where It goes,
he retires, and the next hitter takes
his place. Of real practice, with a
fir mpurpose to drive the ball to safe
territory, and a safe study of the
Dltchlnr. there Is almost none.

Few Datters go up there with the
strong Intent of meeting the ball right
on the nose, and, above all, of avoid-
ing sending up a fly ball. With a sin-
gle exception, the hitting of fly balls
Is the worst thing a batter can do ex-
cept perhaps to strike out. A fly ball
that a fielder can reach is caught al-
most Invariably.

A good fielder does not muff one In
200 that he reaches In time to get both
hands on. The exoeptlon, of course, Is
the case of a long outfield fly with a
runner on third, which operates as a
sacrifice and scores a run. This Is a
valuable play, but It Is the only case
In which a fly ball operates to the ad-
vantage of the hitting side, a hard
grounder Is much more effective.

When a fly ball Is sent out only one
man handles It, and It Is the easiest
kind of a ball to handle. When a sharp
grounder Is batted, threo distinct plays
are necessary to get the batter. The
fielder must make a clean pick-u- p of
the ball, then an accurate throw, and
the man on. the receiving end must
catch the ball. The chances of a bat-to- r

reaohlng first base on a ground ball
aro easily twjoe what they are If he
puts uj a fly.
